NOW  KNOW  YE  that,  by  these  presents,  Wo  do  hereby  Order  and  Proclaim 
that  the  said  pieces  ot  land,  hereinafter  more  particularly  described,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof,  shall,  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  be  incorporated  as  a Municipality, 
under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  and  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred- to. 

The  said  Municipality  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  and  stjde  of 
“The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Maple  Ridge.” 

The  boundaries  of  the  said  Municipality  are  hereby  proclaimed  to  be,  and  shall, 
unless  altered  according  to  law,  be  as  follows: — 

Commencing  at  a point  where  the  line  between  Sections  3 and  4,  Township 
No.  15,  intersects  the  right  bank  of  Stave  River;  thence  following  tlie  meanderings 
of  the  right  banks  of  Stave  and  Fraser  Rivers  to  the  North-east  corner  of  Lot  467, 
Group  1,  near  the  mouth  ot  Pitt  River;  thence  due  North,  along  the  coast  meridian 
line,  to  the  South-west  corner  of  Section  6,  Township  No.  40;  thence  due  East,  3 
miles;  thence  due  South,  10  chains,  more  or  less,  to  the  South-west  corner  of  Section 
8,  'J'ownship  No.  40;  thence  due  East,  12  miles,  to  the  North-East  corner  ot  Section 
33,  Township  No.  15;  thence  due  South,  5 miles  and  62  88-lOOths  clniins,  more  or 
less,  to  the  point  of  commencement;  and  more  particular!}’  described  on  the  map 
hereunto  annexed  and  colored  red. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  Four  Councillors  and  a Reeve. 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  at  the 
School  IIou.se,  Maple  Ridge. 

At  least  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll,  if  an)',  shall  bo  given  by  the  said  Returning  Oliicer;  such  notice  to  be 
posted  (luring  that  period  on  the  outer  door  of  the  said  School  House. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors  shall  be  on  the  1 3th  day  of 
February,  1882,  at  12  o’clock  noon;  and  the  polling,  if  any,  shall  be  on  the  follow- 
ing day,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day  only,  and  the  poll  shall  be  kejit  open 
between  the  hours  of  2 p.m.  and  5 p.m.,  and  John  McKenny,  Esq.,  shall  bo  the 
Returning  Officer  thei’oat. 

The  lietiirning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  noon,  announce  the 
names  of  such  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Reeve  and  Councillors,  as  ])rescribed  by  the  “Municipality  Act,  1><81.’’ 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominaiing  the  candidates,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a 
duly  certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  sevci-al  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nomi- 
nated; and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so 
nominated  shall  be  null  and  void. 

It,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be 
elected,  and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court.

No  speeches  or  interruption  to  tlie  proceedings  of  nominating  enndidatesat  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Ileturning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the 
notice  of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the 
Returning  Officer. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there 
are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  pursuant  to  the  “ Alunici- 
pality  Act,  1881,”  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  publicly  ])roclaim  the 
day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  or  places  at  which  the  poll 
shall  be  so  opened  in  the  Municipality,  or  in  each  polling  place  in  the  Municipality 
(as  the  case  may  be),  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  according 
to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and,  in  pursuance  ot  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  shall  take  a i)oll  by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  np  notices  of 
his  having  granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occu])ations  of 
the  candidates  so  mmiinated,  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the 
ballot  papers,  which  notices  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be 
placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  Candidates  nominated  shall  die  befoi-e  the  poll  has  com- 
menced, the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  tiict  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  (o  the  election 
'shall  be  commenced  afresh:  Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  «hall  he  necessary 

in  the  case  of  a Candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  Ox  uie  countermand  of 
the  poll. 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held  the  Candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain 
the  greatest  number  ot  votes  shall  be  Muniei|)al  Councillors  and  Reeve  respectively. 

Every  person -qualified  to  vote  shall  have  live  votes,  being  one  for  each  Coun- 
cillor to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Reeve,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than 
five:  Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any 

one  Candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion,  except  for  Reeve  And  in  the 
event  of  the  number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more 
Candidates,  oneor  more  of  whom,  but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  by  the  state 
of  the  poll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  by  a casting 
vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may  be,  decide  which  of  the  tJandidates  for  whom  the 
votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected.  Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer 
shall  not  vote  except  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence 
of  the  Ca’ididates  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall 
have  boon  elected  a xMuuicipal  Councillor  or  Reeve,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a 
sura  of  fifty  dollars  towards  the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be 
recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council,  summarily,  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace.  • 

An}'  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Reeve  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by 
the  “Municipality  Act,  1881.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  next  day  after  the  day  of 
Election,  at  the  School  House,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  By-law,  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and 
relating  to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  “ Municipality  Act,  188 1,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges 
and  duties  of  the  Reeve  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the 
said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting  in  every  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council 
may  elect  a Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and 
receive  such  remuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  By-law  appoint.
